NEVER PROCEED TO DISASSEMBLE BEFORE UN^ 
LOADING. 

L Rernov^ mogojine by pressing catch and sliding 
inpgozrne down ond out of grip. 

2. Pull botk slid* ond lock In place by pushing up 
slfdo lock levqr. At the some time examine gun to 
make ceriain no cartridge remoins fn the chamber, 
3- Move sofety button upward to ON position. 
This movernent Jocks hammer ond sear, disconnects 
the trigger and completely seporotes sear bar from 
sear. Even If the trigger is pulled occldentolly the 
sear bar cannot reach the seor. This meons com- 
pteto protection for the ihooter. 




4. Right bond ihooters should grasp pistol os 
jhown in Figure 1- (Left bond shooters — reverse 
position,! Right hond grasps gun with thumb over 
retrocted slide ond four fingers under trigger 
guard oraLmd froni strop of frame, Pioce four 
fingers of left hand over barrel and depress take 
down plunger with thumb of left hand. Lift borrel 
out of its bedding with o stroight upword motton, 
(See Figure 1 A.) NOTE: Prolonged shooting tightens 
th# barrel even more firmJy in its bedding. IF 
after extensive shooting, ft becomes difficEilt to re- 
move barrel by thumb pressure alone, press toke- 
down plunger ogofnst solid object to remove 
borrel from frame. In removoj of barrel,, olwoys 
have slide heJd open by slide lock to prevent 
possible domoge to extroctor. 

5. Pull bock locked slide o short distonce to re- 
lease ilide lock and ease slide forward off the 
frame, 

6. If it is desired to uncock hammer, after dls’ 
ossembly of barrel ond slide, move safety button 
down to OFF position. Therv press thumb firmly 
against top of the hommer, pull graduolly ogoinst 
Ifigger ond ease hammer forward. It is not recom- 
mended to ollow the hommer to snap for word 
when the gun is dij.assembled- 

When removing right-hand gripc be careful not 
to lose Slide Lock Spring (see part number 1355 
on front page illuslration). 

ASSEMBLY AND LOADING: 

1. Cock hammer by thumb pressure if if hos been 
uncocked during disassembly. 

2. Replace slide by lining up with grooves on 
frame. Retract slide to most reorword position ond 
lock in place by puihing up slide lock lever. Now 
grosp frome ond slide as in Figure 1 with right 
band. Grasp barrel with left hand. Depress take- 
down plunger with thumb and soot borrel firmly 
in frame. Releose takedown plunger ond ollow to 
snop fof\^ard. Moke certain that barrel is firmly 
locked in frame. After the barrel is reploced in 
the frame, always snap the slide a few times 
ogainit the barrel to securely seat the barrel lock 
plunger, 

3. Trigger pu|h To make pull heavier, Turn Sear 
Adlustment Screw (Port Number 10480),, locoted 
in rear of frame, in o clockwise direction. To 
lighten, pull to individuol preference, turn screw 
in a counterclockwise direction. Lightest pull is 
obtoined when screw is flush with surface of frame. 



Note: Sear Adjustment Screw is factory sat to 
mcnimum pull. Eoch holF turn or click of screw 
equals ihe oddition or subtraction of ounces. 

4. Assure yourself once more that the gun is 
completely empty (both chamber ond mag07,ineL 
To obloln the mast positive let off, plate the 
hommer in cocked position by retracting slide. 
Let trigger stop screw protrude for enough from 
the bock of the trigger that, when the trigger |i 
pulled, the hammer will nat foil. Then, while 
exerting pressure on the trigger, turn screw 
counter clockwise until the hammer foils. Turn 
the screw on crdditional turn counter clockwise 

5. Push safety upword into ON position. 

6. Load magazine by grosping os shown in Fig- 
ure 2, ond grcduolly depress the mcigazirte button 
as each cortrldge Is inserted — filM END FIRST — 
through the frorrt,

10, Moke gun safe, ALWAYS CARRY PISTOL WITH 
SAFETY ON - UNTIL READY TO USE. The safety 
Is located at cm accessible thumb-tip positfen so 
that rt may be eodly released when pistol is 
pointed at target. When loading o single cartridge 
into chamber, be sure slide is locked In open 
position with slide lack. Because slide lock lever 
ii designed far easy release, it Is recommended 
that slide alga be held by hond. 




CARE AND MAINTENANCE; 

1. If, after extensive shooting, cleonirYg becomes 
necessary, the use of kerosene or ony other good 
cleaning solution is recommended. 

2. In cleaning the muzzle, an old toothbrush or 
slmilor brush should be used. If mud or foreign 
motter should enter the bore, o stiff bristle brush 
or capper wire brush for *32 ettfiber guns should 
be used. After brush has removed all mud and 
foreign matter, the bore should be swobbed with 
flannel potches attached to □ *22 coiiber cleaning 
rod* Potches should be moistened with o good gun 
oil ond the swobbing of the bore should be con- 
tinued unllf the patches come out cieon. JT IS 



STRONGLY EMPHASIZED THAT THE BORE RARELY 
REQUIRES CLEANING EXCEPT FOR THE PRESENCE 
OF MUD OR FOREIGN MATTER. 

3. it is recammended thot the magazine be com- 
pletely imrnersed In kerosene every 500 to 300 
rounds. (Make certain that there is no woter in the 
container. Where kerosene is stored in apert cort- 
{□iners atmospheric moisture sometime^ occumulates 
m the bottom of the confoiner. Thus parts ore 
actually being immersed In water and not kero- 
sene:'. Remember^ a dirty magazine moy prevent 
a cartridge from riling fast enough, so that the 
slide moy dose on on empty chamber. 

4. A few drops of llght-badied oil should be pul 
inta the action from time to time When this is 
done, if IS suggested the slide be removed for 
better disperjion. 

5. To avoid Dver-Dccuntulntion of lead In the itobi- 
lizer it is suggested that the tool furnished be 
used to scrape out the inside of the stabilizer. If 
on over-occumulotion of lead and po^vder residue 
occurs, □ good quality cornmarcfal lead solvent 
should be used. 

6 Before first firing the gun, make certain that the 
bare is clean and free from cuiy obstrucHon. If 
the bore has been filled ■with grenso for extended 
storage, oil greose should be removed before 
shooting by swabbing out the bore with □ .22 
ccf/iber bore-deaning tool. Also remove any ex- 
cessive occomulation of oil frpm inside of the 
barrel. 

7. The entire gun should be wiped dry of kero- 
sene or deeming solution with a clean obsorbent 
doth and the surfoces should be wiped with o 
lightly-oiled patch, 

8. For best results in rust prevention only gun oils 
contoining silicone should be used. 

9. Avoid using heavy-bodied aif-t. No animal or 
vegetohle oils should ever be used on guns. 

10. if the gun is used in climates where extreme 
cold prevails, powdered grophite should be jufa- 
stituted tqr oil In lubricating the internal mechet- 
nism. In moist dlmotes the gun should be cleaned 
more frequerYily and preferobty stored in a con- 
tainer treated with silicone to prevent rust.
